We  read  and  hear  much  now-a-days  about  "  hygienic  homes,"  and  the  resulting  improvement  in  health 
and  comfort ;  but  many  people  do  not  realize  how  important  a  part "  hygienic  floors  "  play  in  the  general  result. 

modern  researcb  and  discovery  have  shown  Ihat  some  of  the  most  fatal  diseases  are  caused  by  the 
almost  infinitesimal  microbes  and  bacilli  that  float  in  the  atmosphere  ;  and  when  attention  is  called  to  the  fact 
that  many,  even  of  the  better  grade  of  carpets,  are  mixed  with  cow's  hair,  shoddy  and  other  unwholesome 
material,  "it  can  readily  be  seen  that  the  health,  even  of  the  most  robust  people,  can  suffer  from  causes  appar- 
^ntly  beyond  discovery. 

Amons:  our  patrons  we  have  had  a  large  number  of  the  leading  physicians  of  the  country,  whose 
testimony,  without  exception,  is  in  favor  of  polished  hard  wood  floors,  with  or  without  rugs,  as  being  very  much 
more  healthy  than  the  ordinary  soft  wood  floors — full  of  cracks  to  harbor  dust  and  vermin— and  close-fitting 
carpets.  One  of  the  most  eminent— a  specialist  of  diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs— says:  "  Many  a  patient 
would  be  saved  a  fit  of  coughing,  and  throat  and  lung  diseases  would  not  be  aggravated  by  particles  of  dust,  if 
hard  wood  floors  with  rugs  were  used."  Again:  "A  room  thus  closely  fitted  with  carpet, which  is  a  mere  dust 
container,  cannot  be  otherwise  than  unhealthy."  Also:  "The  present  fashion  of  abandoning  the  closely  fitting 
carpet,  and  substituting  in  its  place  parquetry,  with  rugs  or  square  carpets,  is  an  important  step  toward  effecting 
an  improvement  in  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  dwelling." 

The  surface  of  a  hard  wood  floor  can  be  kept  clean  by  wiping  up  the  dust  with  a  cloth  and  shaking  it  out 
of  the  window,  or  by  a  damp  cloth.    The  rug  can  bp  taken  out  of  doors  and  shaken  as  often  as  necessary. 

In  order  to  prove  how  much  time  and  labor  would  be  saved  by  the  use  of  our  floors,  it  is  only  necessary 
to  call  the  attention  of  the  ladies  to  the  fact  that  house  cleaning  once  or  twice  a  year  means  that  the  house 
must  be  turned  topsy  turvy  simply  to  take  up  the  carpets,  in  order  to  free  them  from  dust  and  clean  the  floors;

MTood  Carpetingr  was  the  name  originally  given  to  the  first  thin  goods,  which  were  made  in  rolls 
of  narrow  slats  of  ash  and  walnut,  solid  oak,  or  other  woods,  glued  to  muslin,  and  used  with  plain  straight 
borders,  as  in  Plates  Nos.  'J2-A,  452, 4.53,  223  and  224. 

Parquetry  Klooringr  is  the  European  name  for  ornamental  wood  floors  and  borders.  These  goods 
are  made  both  jg  inch  and  J^  inch  thick. 

Thin  Goods,  both  plain  and  fancy,  are  made  of  slats  or  pieces  of  wood  I'g  inch  thick,  glued  to  strong 
muslin,  and  carefully  seasoned  and  smoothed,  ready  for  laying ;  and  if  properly  laid  and  cared  for  will  last  for 
generations,  and  retain  both  colors  and  figures  until  worn  out. 

"Wood  Carpet  and  American  Parquetry  is  not,  as  many  people  suppose,  a  temporary 
floor  covering,  to  be  laid  down  and  taken  up  at  pleasure,  but  is  a  permanent  new  floor  on  top  of  the  old  one, 
and  is  carefully  fitted  into  all  the  offsets  and  around  all  the  projections  of  the  room.  It  is  firmly  nailed  down 
with  small  brads,  which  are  punched  and  the  holes  puttied  to  match  the  colors  of  the  woods, and  when  finished 
has  the  eflect  of  a  thick  European  floor.  We  make  thin  parquetry  in  the  same  elaborate  and  beautiful  designs 
as  are  used  in  foreign  countries,  by  the  process  of  gluing  the  wood  on  cloth,  instead  of  to  another  piece  of 
wood  an  inch  or  so  thick;  and  we  make  it  at  a  much  less  cost,  as  we  utilize  the  floor  already  down,  and  thus 
occupy  but  Vb  of  an  inch,  instead  of  %  inch  (as  with  thick  parquetry). 

RUKTS  are  being  extensively  used  on  account  of  their  healthfulness,  and  convenience  in  keeping  a  room 
clean  and  free  from  dint.  They  are  generally  used  in  the  middle  part  of  the  room,  leaving  a  margin  of  about 
two  feet  around  the  wiilesof  the  room  for  the  furniture  to  stand  on.  The  dust  on  the  floor  is  easily  removed 
wilh  a  damp  cloth  or  brush,  and  the  rug  can  be  rolled  up  at  pleasure,  and  taken  out  to  be  freed  from  dust.  In 
addition  to  the  imported  Oriental  rugs  and  their  imitations,  many  rugs  are  now  made  to  order  from  Wilton, 
Velvet  or  Brussels  carpets  at  a  very  moderate  cost,  and  of  any  desired  size  and  shape. 


Borders  for  Rugs  are  made  of  thin  goods  in  an  end  less  variety  of  patterns  and  prices,  from  25  cents 
lo  $3.00  per  square  foot,  laid  ;  and,  for  this  purpose,  they  are  the  most  suitable  material  ever  made,  as  they  are 
just  the  right  thickness  and  easily  laid  on  any  kind  of  a  floor,  filling  up  all  the  offsets,  bay  windows,  etc.,  with- 
out interfering  with  the  doors.  The  center  part  of  the  floor  can  be  filled  with  our  goods  at  any  time  after  the 
border  is  laid,  if  desired. 

In  ordering  Floors,  please  note  the  following  items: 

Our  quotations  are  always  for  thin  floors,  unless  otherwise  specified.  In  sending  an  order,  enclose  with  it 
a  diagram  with  accurate  measurements  according  to  instructions  given  on  page  44,  and  select  from  the  catalogue 
such  designs  as  you  desire;  and  if  >  ou  want  an  estimate,  which  we  always  prefer  to  give  in  advance,  we  will 
have  a  water-colored  drawing  made  to  J^  inch  scale,  and  forward  with  prices  of  the  goods  and  choice  of  any 
other  patterns  at  same  price.  If  in  a  hurry  for  the  goods,  make  a  second  or  third  choice,  so  in  case  the  patterns 
you  select  are  not  in  stock  the  others  may  be  sent.  We  have  at  all  times  a  very  large  quantity  of  goods  in  stock, 
but  are  likely  to  be  out  of  some  of  the  patterns  occasionally,  as  our  variety  is  sogreat.  We  carry  a  large  quan- 
tity of  kiln-dried  lumber,  ready  to  make  any  pattern  as  soon  as  ordered,  but  it  takes  about  ten  days  to  make 
and  dry  them. 

When  the  J^OOdS  are  Shipped,  a  >BVOrklns^  plan  will  be  sent  with  full  printed  directions  for  a 
carpenter  to  lay  and  finish. 

Take  notice  that  our  goods  leave  the  factory  smoothed  and  finished,  but  there  is  no  filler  nor  varnish 
put  on  them,  as  shown  on  our  samples.  The  final  finish  cannot  be  put  on  until  after  they  have  been  laid,  nails 
punched  and  jointd  smoothed. 

Our  estimates  arc  given  for  enough  material  to  cover  a  room  of  a  given  size,  making  such  allow- 
ance for  wastage  as  our  long  exjierience  has  found  necessary. 

Before  using:  tbe  niaterial  check  off  the  items,  and  see  that  the  quantities  agree  with  the  bill, 
and  iJ  not,  please  report  the  discrepancy.  We  are  always  willing  to  correct  any  mistakes  made  by  our  shippers 
I)romptly  and  without  expense  to  the  purchaser  (providing  the  right  measurements  have  been  sent),  but  this 
can  only  be  done  before  the  material  is  used. 

Wc  STUarantee  all  floors  that  leave  our  factory  to  be  kiln-dried,  well  seasoned  and  in  good  condition, 
provided  they  are  taken  from  our  regular  stock  ;  or  if  not  in  stock,  suflicient  time  is  given  us  to  make  and  season 
them.  It  takes  about  ten  days  to  make  and  properly  dry  thin  floors,  and  longer  to  make  thick  floors.  All  good.s 
are  at  the  buyer's  risk  after  we  have  delivered  them  to  the  railroad  or  steamship  company,  as  they  are  then 
subject  to  conditions  which  we  cannot  control. 

Give  us  the  order  for  tbe  goods  as  far  ahead  of  their  use  as  you  can,  but  allow  \is  to  retain  them  until  all 
the  other  work  is  done,  so  they  will  not  be  damaged  by  the  other  workmen.    Our  goods  are  the  last  used  in  the 

construction  of  a  building  or  decoration  of  a  room.  Better  not  lay  theni 
until  after  the  other  work  is  completed  in  a  room,  as  it  will  cost  less  to  lay 
and  finish. 

Size  and  ^TelKbt  of  Packages.  Roll  goods  are  sent  in 
bundlesof  five  yards;  all  borders  in  packages  twelve  feet  long.  Parquetry 
goods  in  crates  six  feet  long.  The  goods  weigh  about  IJ  lbs.  per  square 
foot,  on  an  average. 

We  make  our  parquetry  in  as  large  sheets  as  possible,  as  it  is  easier 
laid  and  makes  a  better  job. 

We  have  the  largest  and  only  machine  ever  made  that  will  plane, 
sand-paper  and  finish  at  one  operation  a  sheet  of  any  length,  and  up  to  ;>7 
inches  in  width.

This  plate  represents  the  article  originally  patented  as  Wood  Carpet, 
which  we  style  thin  Roll  Qoods.  It  is  about  ,^8  of  an  inch  thick,  and  i- 
(irmly  cemented  to  a  strong  cotton  cloth  backing.  This  is  the  class  el' 
goods  used  in  laving  the  floors  represented  by  Plates  Nos.  'LW,  iHH,  223  and 
224. 

Stock  is  kept  in  standard  widths,  although  we  furnish  it  at  short 
notice  in  any  width  up  to  twelve  feet.  All  our  strip  wainscotings  are 
backed  up  with  cloth  in  the  .same  manner.

They  are  made  in  all  the  designs  used  for  the  thin  floors.and  as 
they  have  been  in  use  in  Europe  for  over  three  hundred  years,  and  nowhere  spoken  against,  but  universally 
praised,  we  need  not  extend  remarks  concerning  them,  other  than  to  say , their  chief  attraction  is  the  solidity  of 
effect  and  flatness  of  surface  they  g:ive ;  and  they  are,  indisputably,  worth  all  the  difference  they  cost  over  thin 
goods.    We  have  immense  facilities  for  their  production  as  well  as  for  thin  floors. 

Here  we  present  a  dissected  twelve  Inch 
square  of  our  No.  28,  %  inch 

THICK     PARQUET     FLOOR, 

in  order  to  impress  upon  you,  kind  reader,  the 
substantial  and  durable  nature  of  these  goods. 

You  will  readily  see  that  each  piece  Is 
grooved  on  all  sides,  and  united  to  every  other 
piece  around  it  by  a  closely  fitting  slip  tongue, 
and  so  forming  of  the  entire  fioor  as  it  were  one 
plank.  The  advancing  side  of  each  piece  is 
thoroughly  nailed  down,  through  the  lower  lip 
of  the  groove,  before  inserting  the  tongue,  thus 
requiring  the  fewest  possible  nails  through  any  part  of  it  from  the  upper  surface.  We  make  these  floors  to 
order  in  all  the  styles  in  which  we  manufacture  our  thin  Parquet-s,  but  do  not  keep  them  regularly  in  stock. 

You  will  observe,  by  referring  to  our  price  list,  that  the  difference  between  the  prices  of  thin  and  thick 
goods  is  from  ten  to  fifteen  cents  a  square  foot  extra  for  the  goods  only.  This  difference,  however,  is  somewhat 
increased  by  the  extra  cost  in  laj-iiig 

These  floors  are  more  solid  in  effect  than  the  thin  floors,  and  will  last  as  long  as  the  house  by  proper  care. 
The  thin  floors,  however,  are  as  thick  above  the  tongue  and  groove  as  the  l^  floors,  and  the  thin  floors  we 
laid  in  private  houses  twenty-four  years  ago  are  now  in  good  condition,  with  but  little  evidence  of  wear.  Many 
of  the  floors  laid  In  stores  and  offices  the  same  time  look  now  as  if  they  would  last  another  generation.

ance from  hearthstone  to  end  wall,  6  feet; 
sliding  doors,  7  feet  8  inches  by  8  inches. 
Measure  windows  and  doors,  say  3  feet  or 
4  feet  long,  and  they  deflect  6  inches,  or 
whatever  they  may,  from  the  line  of  the 
baseboard. 
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When  a  circular  border  or  grille  is  wanted, 
send  a  paper  pattern  of  the  exact  size,  if  possible. 
If  not,  lay  out  the  circular  space  for  carpet  with 
chalk  or  pencil,  like  the  cut  shown,  putting  the  line 
c  d  in  the  centre  of  base  line,  a  />,  and  at  each  side  of 
c  d  draw  parallel  lines  every  foot,  each  way,  and 
give  us  the  exact  measurements  of  all  of  them,a.n 
shown.  By  allowing  for  scribing  we  can  fit  the 
incHsurements  given  exactly.  For  grilles  give  us 
llie  level  line  of  the  bottom. 


DIRECTIONS    FOR  LAYING   PARCiUET   FLOORS  AND  WOOD  CARPET 

The  tools  required  are  n  fine  back  saw,  smoothing  plane,  square  and  bevel,  chisels,  compass,  scraper, 

medium  hammer,  nail  punch,  chalk  line,  and  a  straight  edge  4  ft.  6  in. x  2  in.  x  1  in.     Use  the  straight  edge  to 

mark  out  cuIm  and  to  lay  goods  over  when  sawing  them  out,  etc.    Before  beginning  to  lay  a  Hoor  first  ascertain 

if  there  id  any  serious  d'ifterence  in  measurement  between  the  drawing  furnished  and  the  space  to  be  covered. 

Also  see  that  the  floor  is  level,  well  nailed,

and  thoroughly  seasoned  and  dry.  Ascertain 
%vhere  and  how  much  the  room  is  out  of 
square,  if  any.  When  ready  reproduce  your 
plan  on  the  floor,  with  chalk  line  and  pencil. 
Lay,  first,  the  border  against  the  wall,  a,  o, 
i-ee  diagram.  Keep  the  inside  lines  ol  borders 
straight,  and  at  ri^ht  angles,  and  scribe  in 
filling  back  of  border,  to  walls,  if  necessary. 
Next  cut  down  any  other  lines  of  borders,  as 
at  c,  c,  or  d,  d  ;  nail  the  border  at  walls,  thor- 
oughly; cut  in  the  miter  ribbons,  /,  I,  and 
nail  down.  Set  any  ornamental  corners  be- 
fore laying  border.  Smooth  and  square  up 
edges  of  all  goods  before  laying.  I-ay  any 
ribbon  strips,  around  hearth,  at  window  and 
door  recesses,  or  other  projections,  and  nail 
down.  Now  begin  with  the  outer  breadth, 
(.  Scribe  down,  full,  force  down,  very  tight, 
and  nail  fast  each  succeeding  breadth  In  like 
manner.  Fill  all  recesses  and  offsets  with 
waste  cuttings  as  far  as  possible  to  preserve 
suitable  figure.  Nail  all  down  with  best  1 
inch  No.  15  bart)»rt  wire  brads,  or  with  good 
stout  1  inch  finishing  nails.  Put  one  nail  to 
every  8  inches  of  each  slat;  or  if  a  Parquet, 
one  nail  to  every  2)^  inches  square,  placing 
them  to  best  advantage.  When  all  are  thor- 
ouglilv  nailed,  punch  down  nails  one-lwelfth  of  an  inch  below  the  surface,  and  thoroughly  scrape  and  eniooth 
oil";  sand  paper  with  No.  W^  paper,  brush  off  perfectly  clean,  and  lay  on  with  a  brush  one  good  coat  of  best 
white  shellac,  ninety-five  proof,  four  pounds  to  the  gallon.  After  the  shellac  has  dried  about  one  hour,  putty  up 
all  nail  holes  or  other  slight  oi)ening8,  with  putty  colored  to  exactly  match  the  woods.  When  well  puttied  u\>, 
sand  paper  all  off  smoothly,  and  put  on  the  second  coat  of  shellac;  brush  it  on  quickly  and  smoothly;  after 
two  hours,  or  less,  a  third  coat  can  be  put  on  if  desired,  first  .sand  papering  again.  Full  detail  directions,  with 
plans  for  laying,  are  sent  with  all  orders  when  shipped. 

THE  BEST  FINISH  FOR   PARQUET  FLOORS 

That  will  dry  quickly  is  white  shellac  or  wax.  A  Hard  Wax  Polish 
has  been  considered  as  good  as  any  finish  possible  for  a  floor,  when 
the  wax  was  properly  prepared,  applied,  ami  brought  to  a  high 
polish  with  such  a  brush  as  we  herewith  illustrate, and  such  a  floor 
is  almost  indestructible. 

In  order  to  renew  the  gloss  when  worn  dull,  brtish  the  floor 
over  with  the  polishing  brush,  with  the  cloth  under  it.  When 
necessary,  rub  on  more  wax  polish,  and  brush  it  to  a  gloss  as  before. 

Waxed  floors  can  be  cleansed  by  washing  oft'  thoroughly  with 
turpentine,  and  rubbing  with  fine  sand  paper  if  necessary;  after 
which  they  can  be  re-waxed,  if  desired.

HOW  TO  TAKE  CARE  OF   PARQUET   FLOORS 

Parquets  or  Wood  Carpets  that  have  bten  finished  in  shellac  sliould  be  kept  clean  by  thoroughly  brushing 
off  tlie  dust  witli  a  suit  liair  or  i'ealiier  l)rusli,or  by  wiping  with  any  cloth  of  soft  texture.  If  the  cloth  is 
slightly  moist  the  dust  will  adhere  to  it  inoro  readily,  but  wipe  with  a  dry  cloth  afterward. 

If  any  dirt  should  be  deposited  on  the  floor  that  will  not  wipe  off  with  a  moist  cloth,  wash  it  off  thorotigl^Jy 
with  clean  water,  using  soap  if  necessary,  which  also  cleanse  off  with  clean  water  as  quickly  as  possilile,  and 
wipe  dry. 

After  the  finish  is  worn  down  to  the  surface  of  the  wood,  sand  paper  the  floor  all  over  evenly  with  No.  1 
sand  paper,  and  give  it  nnother  coat  of  shellac,  alter  which  continue  to  keep  it  as  before.
